Pragmatic successor to Arafat raises prospect of peace talks 


RAMALLAH, WEST BANK | Mahmoud Abbas 
was elected Palestinian Authority presi- 
dent by a wide margin Sunday, exit polls 
showed, giving him a decisive mandate to 
renew peace talks with Israel, rein in mili- 
tants and try to end more than four years of 
Mideast bloodshed. 

The victory of the staid and pragmatic 
Abbas, who has spoken out against vio- 
lence and has the backing of the interna- 


tional community, was expected to usher 
in a new era, after four decades of chaotic 
and corruption-riddled rule by Yasser Arafat, 
who died Nov. 11. 

Abbas, popularly known as Abu Mazen, 
has promised to reform the Palestinian 
Authority, overhaul the unwieldy Palestinian 
security services and quickly resume negotia- 
tions with Israel, stalled for four years. 

President Bush, who has said a resump- 


tion of peace talks must be 
accompanied by sweeping 
Palestinian reforms, called 
Abbas’ election “a histor- 
ic day for the Palestinian 
people.” 

Abbas’ political objec- 
tives are the same as 
Arafat’s: a Palestinian 
state in the West Bank, Gaza Strip and east 
Jerusalem, and a solution for Palestinian refu- 
gees and their descendants, ravi nessman (ap)

A Warning 
To Tsunami 
Aid Workers 

BANDA ACEH, INDONESIA I Indonesia warned 
aid workers Sunday that separatist rebels 
have taken shelter in camps for survivors, 
while a burst of violence hit Sri Lanka, sig- 
naling a potential resurgence of long- sim- 
mering rebellions in both tsunami-hit coun- 
tries that could hamper help for victims of 
the two -week- old disaster. 

Decades-old conflicts in Indonesia and Sri 
Lanka lay dormant in the first two weeks after 
the magnitude-9.0 earthquake and tsunami 
struck. But now they threaten to re-ignite as 
aid workers poured into the region with emer- 
gency assistance, some traveling to areas where 
outsiders are almost never allowed. 

A rare burst of violence between Christians 
and Hindus in eastern Sri Lanka, where a 
massive aid effort is under way, revived secu- 
rity fears for relief workers there. At least 
three people were killed and 37 injured. 

The Indonesian government warning 
offered no details about the infiltration into 
survivor camps, but came hours after police 
in the provincial capital, Banda Aceh, blamed 
separatists for nighttime gunfire close to the 
main U.N.compoundin town. JOCELYN gecker (ap)

Blasts of snow, rain 
lead to deaths, rail 
and highway delays 

RENO, NEV. I Areas of the Sierra 
Nevada, famous for paralyzing 
amounts of snowfall, have been 
hit with a dumping like they 
haven’t seen in generations, with 
steep drifts stranding an Amtrak 
train, knocking out the Reno airport 
and shutting down major highways 
across the mountains. 

The string of moisture-laden 
storms has dropped up to 19 feet 
of snow at elevations above 7,000 
feet since Dec. 28 and 6 34 feet at 
lower elevations in the Reno area. 
Meteorologists said it was the most 
snow the Reno-Lake Tahoe area has 
seen since 1916. 

The weather was blamed for 
at least seven weekend deaths in 
Southern California, including a 
homeless man killed Sunday by a 
landslide. Along the storms’ eastward 
track, avalanches killed two people 
Saturday in Utah, authorities said. 

A lull in the storm allowed the 
reopening Sunday of Interstate 80 


over Donner Summit and U.S. 50 
over Echo Summit after the high- 
ways were closed off and on for 
more than a day. The highways, 
which had snowbanks piled 8 to 
10 feet high, connect Sacramento, 


Calif, to Reno. 

More than 220 Amtrak passen- 
gers were back in Sacramento on 
Sunday after spending the night 
stuck in their train in deep snow 
west of Donner Summit, spokes- 


man Marc Magliari said. 

One car of the California Zephyr, 
eastbound from Oakland, Calif, 
to Chicago, derailed in the snow 
Saturday evening. No one was

Companies’ 
Tsunami 
Aid Surges 

U.S. businesses face 
pressure from public, 
employees to donate 

NEW YORK I U.S. companies have 
donated more than $180 million 
in cash and products to assist vic- 
tims of the tsunami that ravaged 
South Asia two weeks ago — an 
outpouring some philanthropy 
experts say may eventually exceed 
corporate giving tied to the 2001 
terrorist attacks. 

The list is topped by pharma- 
ceutical giant Pfizer Inc.’s gift of 
$10 million in cash and $25 mil- 
lion worth of its products. 

Companies say they’re acting 
because the need and scope of the 
tragedy cannot be ignored. But their 
generosity also is being driven by a 
strong push by employees at many 
firms to respond to the disaster and 
companies’ own desire to improve 
their standing with consumers, 
experts say. adam geller (ap) 


Crews Patch Damaged S.C. Train Car 


One Dead in Shooting at Miss. Hospital 


GRANITEVILLE, S.C. I Crews put 
a temporary patch Sunday on a 
railroad car that had been leak- 
ing toxic chlorine gas since a train 
wreck last week, while investigators 
looked into why a switching mecha- 
nism had been set to lead the train 


into railcars parked on a side track. 

Nine people were killed and more 
than 250 were sickened by chlorine 
gas released when the tank car 
was damaged in the wreck early 
Thursday. Thousands of nearby resi- 
dents were to remain evacuated until 


Wednesday at the earliest. 

National Transportation Safety 
Board investigators have interviewed 
the three-man crew that had parked 
the cars on the side track Wednesday 
evening. Investigators said a switch- 
ing mechanism wasn’t turned back 
to direct oncoming trains down the 
primary rail, (ap) 


MERIDIAN, MISS. I Gunfire inside a 
hospital Sunday killed one person 
and wounded another, and police 
closed off the building to search for 
the shooter, authorities said. 

Police closed off Rush Foundation 
Hospital after the shooting was 


reported. A SWAT team did not 
find the gunman during its search 
of the building. WTOK-TV report- 
ed that the shooting stemmed from 
a domestic dispute earlier Sunday 
in which one person was shot and 
taken to the hospital, (ap)

No End in Sight at 

After 3 years, U.S. prison camp is still growing 


GUANTANAMO BAYNAVALBASE, CUBA 
I The U.S. prison camp for terror 
suspects is taking on a look of per- 
manence as the mission marks its 
third year Tuesday, with plans for 
a new $25 million prison facility, 
$1.7 million psychiatric wing and 
a permanent guard force. 

Most of the 550 prisoners from 
42 countries no longer are consid- 
ered of significant intelligence value, 
but many swept up in the U.S.-led 
war in Afghanistan aren’t expected 


to be freed anytime soon — some 
because of stalled legal proceedings, 
others because they allegedly still 
pose a threat to the United States 
or its allies. 

Such uncertainties have prompt- 
ed criticismfromlawyers andhuman 
rights groups who say the camp is 
an affront to American values. 

Only four men have been charged 
and most prisoners are denied 
access to attorneys. 

Ten cases of abuse have also put 


the detention mission in a poor light. 
Documents published recently show 
that the FBI suggested the govern- 
ment failed to act on the FBI’s abuse 
complaints — made a year before 
the Abu Ghraib scandal in Iraq. 
The incidents include allegations 
that a female interrogator grabbed 
a detainee’s genitals and use of an 
attack dog to intimidate a detainee. 

The military, which has ordered 
an independent investigation, insists 
most cases detailed by the FBI are 
old and that many questionable 
interrogation techniques no lon- 


ger are used. 

Since the first 20 shackled and 
blindfolded prisoners arrived at 
Guantanamo on Jan. 11, 2002, 
open-air pens likened to animal 
cages by human rights activists have 
been replaced by prefabricated cells 
where prisoners can communicate 
through steel-mesh doors. 

About 200 prisoners have been 
released or transferred since the 
mission began, but most are still 
being held and some — including 
five Moroccans — are on trial in 
their homelands, paisley dodds (ap)

Accused Ringleader at 
Abu Ghraib May Testify 


FORT HOOD, TEXAS I In his quarter- 
century working in military courts, 
the attorney for Spc. Charles Graner 
Jr. can count on one hand the times 
he has allowed a client to testify. 

But he may make an exception 
for Graner, the Army reservist 
accused of leading the much-pub- 
licized abuse of detainees at Abu 
Ghraib prison in Iraq. 

He says Graner, whose trial 
begins with opening statements 
Monday, can explain better than 
anyone else just what went on inside 
the notorious Baghdad prison. 


“I don’t know anyone else in the 
case who can articulate everything 
as well as he can, so that would 
be a strong reason 
for him to testify, 
Womack said. 

Graner, 36, is 
charged with con- 
spiracy to maltreat 
Iraqi detainees, 
assault, dereliction 
of duty and committing indecent 
acts. He is the first person to be 
tried for alleged acts that occurred

Asian Lady Bugs 
Become Nuisance 
In Texas Homes 

WACO, TEXAS I Swarms of Asian lady 
bugs, introduced in this country 
to control pests, have themselves 
become a nuisance on golf courses 
and in homes and gardens around 
Texas. 

The insects are beneficial in 
the summer, but in the winter they 
infest houses — unlike native lady 
bugs, which prefer to stay outdoors. 

“They are nothing to panic 
about,” said Texas A&M entomol- 
ogist Michael Merchant, “but if they 
get in your house, it’s best not to 
spray with insecticides. They’ll just 
pile up in your walls and smell.” (ap)

Sailor Killed After Nuclear 
Submarine Runs Aground 

A sailor injured aboard a nuclear 
submarine that ran aground about 
350 miles south of Guam died 
Sunday, the Navy said.

A four- alarm lire gutted an apart- 
ment building Sunday morning, kill- 
ing a four-year- old boy and injur- 
ing at least 11 other people, some of 
whom suffered broken bones when 
they jumped out windows, authori- 
ties said. Firelighters said the blaze 
likely spread quickly, producing 
flames and thick black smoke that

Former Rep. Roomer Joins 
Race to Become DNC Chair

Chavez Urges Enforcement 
Of Controversial Land Law 

President Hugo Chavez on Sunday 
encouraged authorities to imple- 
ment a land reform law that seeks to 
confiscate and redistribute private 
and state farm land to the poor. The 
Land Law of 2001, pushed through 
by Chavez — a self-professed revolu- 
tionary — allows the state to expro- 
priate and grant to the poor “idle” 
farmlands not put to adequate use 
or properties that owners are unable 
to show they obtained legally. 

Critics argue the law is a threat 
to private property and that Chavez’s 
comments encourage people to 
usurp private property, (ap) 

AFGHANISTAN 

Karzai Considering Offering 
Amnesty to Drug Smugglers 

Afghan leaders are considering offer- 
ing amnesty to drug smugglers who 
get out of the country’s booming 
narcotics industry and invest their 
profits in national reconstruction, a 
senior official said. President Hamid 
Karzai has declared a “holy war” 
against the narcotics trade, which 
has grown rapidly since the Taliban 
fell three years ago. 

On Sunday, Karzai’s office would 
not say whether an amnesty was 
being discussed. But Haneef Atmar, 
Karzai’s rural development minis- 
ter, said Karzai was “considering the 
issue.” “As a very responsible lead- 
er, he is always looking at all policy 
options,” Atmar said, (ap)

Powell Says U.S. Aid Must Be Ongoing 


Tsunami relief needs 
to be a long-term 
project, secretary says 

WASHINGTON I Secretary of State 
Colin Powell said Sunday the United 
States must plan to give long-term 
support to Indian Ocean nations hit 
by last month’s tsunami as they cope 
with the slow process of recovery. 

Powell, who toured the region last 
week, said he will tell President Bush 
that the United States will need to 
go beyond the immediate relief 
sent after the tsunami struck on 
Dec. 26. Bush was to get an update 
from Powell during an Oval Office 


meeting Monday morning. 

The secretary said on ABC’s 
“This Week” he will advise Bush 
“that this is a long-term prospect, 
that we use our money not just for 
immediate humanitarian relief, but 
for economic assistance.” 

The United States will assess 
over time whether to increase its 
disaster aid beyond the $350 mil- 
lion already pledged, Powell said. “If 
$350 million isn’t enough. I’m sure 
the president will try to get more,” 
he told CNN’s “Late Edition.” 

At least 37 Americans were con- 
firmed or presumed dead in the tsu- 
nami; there is no clear estimate for 
missing U.S. citizens, (ap)

Smokers in Italy 
Take Last Puffs 
Before Strict Ban 

ROME I Smokers in Italy took their 
last puffs in smoky bars and tratto- 
rias Sunday, hours before the start of 
one of Europe’s toughest laws against 
smoking in public places. 

The outdoors, private homes, 
and restaurants and bars with 
ventilated smoking rooms are the 
only places spared from the anti- 
smoking law. Enforcement begins 
at 12:01 a.m. Monday. 

The law bans smoking on pub- 


lic transportation and in hospitals, 
cinemas and schools. Smokers will 
face fines of up to $363; owners of 
premises who turn an eye to smok- 
ing face fines as high as $2,904. 

According to the Health Ministry, 
about 26 percent of people smoke in 
Italy, where restaurant diners rarely 
ask if drifting smoke is bothersome 
to others and doctors and visitors 
puff away in hospital corridors. 

About 10 percent of Italian 
restaurants have separate smok- 
ing areas, according to restaurant 
lobbyists. Bars and restaurants have 
lobbied for more time to prepare 
no -smoking zones, but they were 
refused. Frances d’emilio (ap)

Second American 
attack in two days 
to have deadly results 

BAGHDAD I U.S. troops opened fire 
near a police checkpoint south of 
Baghdad after their convoy was hit 
by a roadside bomb and a hospital 
official said Sunday at least five 
people were killed. 

U.S. officials said they had no 
information about the checkpoint 
shooting, which occurred overnight 
Saturday. An Interior Ministry 
spokesman said two police officers 
and three civilians were killed in the 
attack; an official at al-Yarmouk hos- 
pital said eight people died.

Hours before the attack, the 
United States acknowledged 
dropping a 500 -pound bomb on 
the wrong house during a search 
for terror suspects near Mosul. The

Sudan, Rebels Ink Peace Deal 


Hard-fought pact part 
of 8 -year peace effort; 
Darfur still unsolved 

NAIROBI, KENYA I Sudanese leaders 
signed a peace deal that, if imple- 
mented, will end Africa’s longest- 
running conflict and transform poli- 
tics in a nation which has spent 40 of 
the last 50 years at war with itself 

Turning the incredibly detailed 
agreement into reality, though, may 
prove more difficult than the eight 
years of talks required to draft it. 

Vice President Ali Osman 
Mohammed Taha and John 
Garang, chairman of the Sudan 
People’s Liberation Army, signed 
the peace agreement in a lavish 
ceremony in neighboring Kenya. 

The north-south war has pitted 
Sudan’s Islamic government against 


rebels seeking greater autonomy 
and a greater share of the coun- 
try’s wealth for the largely animist 
south. The conflict is blamed for 
more than 2 million deaths. 

The deal calls for an autono- 
mous south with its own army, 
religious freedom and a new con- 
stitution during a six-year interim 
period. At the end of that period, 
the 10 southern states will hold a 
referendum on independence. 

This deal is similar to one 
reached to end the north-south 
civil war that lasted from 1955 to 
1972 . That agreement was declared 
void by the northern government in 
1983, setting off this war. 

While the north- south conflict 
may be close to solved, there are 
major rebel groups in the north, east 
and western Darfur region that are 
not part of the peace deal, (ap) 


U.S. TURNS UP HEAT ON 
SUDAN OVER DARFUR CRISIS 

AFTER SIGNING AN ACCORD that 
ends the long-running civil war in 
Sudan’s south, the United States 
expects immediate progress on 
the crisis in the western region of 
Darfur, Secretary of State Colin 
Powell said Sunday. 

“These new ‘partners for 
peace’ must worktogether imme- 
diately to end the violence and the 
atrocities that continueto occur 
in Darfur,’’ Powell said after sign- 
ing on as a witness atthe ceremo- 
ny concluding an eight-year pro- 
cess to haitthe war in the south. 
“Not next month or in the interim 
period, but right away.’’

Israeli Strike Kiils 
French Soidier in 
Southern Lebanon 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I AFrench officer 
serving with the United Nations was 
killed and a Swedish officer and a 
Lebanese man were wounded by 
Israeli shelling Sunday shortly after 
a Hezbollah bomb attack killed an 
Israeli soldier near the border in 
southern Lebanon, officials said. 

Hezbollah also said one of its 
guerrillas was killed in fighting 
with Israeli troops. 

Milos Struger, spokesman for 
the U.N. peacekeeping force, said 
a French officer was “killed by shell- 
ing from the Israeli side of the Blue 
Line,” the border line drawn by U.N. 
troops following Israel’s withdrawal 
from south Lebanon in 2000. 

There are some 200 French sol- 
diers serving with the 2,000 -strong 
U.N. peacekeeping force, (ap) 


JERUSALEM I Mahmoud Abbas, the 
man who exit polls said overwhelm- 
ingly won Sunday’s Palestinian pres- 
idential election, is a demonstrated 
pragmatist who opposes violence 
but who can still be expected to 
drive hard bargains in any future 
peace talks with Israel. 

Long the No. 2 in the Palestinian 
hierarchy after the late Yasser Arafat, 
the 69 -year-old Abbas is well liked 
both at home and abroad. 

On the campaign trail before 
Sunday’s victory, Abbas stuck by 
his sometimes less-than-popular 
stance that the armed uprising 
against Israel should end. But he 
repeatedly called for a return of 
all Palestinian refugees to their 
original homes — a deal breaker 
for Israel — and allowed himself 


to be hoisted aloft by militant gun- 
men, at one point referring to Israel 
as “the Zionist enemy.” 

Still, Abbas’ longtime support of 
dialogue and a negotiated, two-state 
solution to the conflict is expect- 
ed to bode well for Mideast peace 
despite enormous challenges. 

Born in 1935 in the ancient city 
of Safed, in what is now Israel, 
Abbas and his family fled to Syria 
during the upheavals that accom- 
panied the Jewish state’s creation 
in 1948. Colleagues say that experi- 
ence shaped his world view, turning 
Abbas into a pragmatist intent on 
finding a solution with Israel. 

Abbas became involved with 
Palestinian underground groups 
in his 20s and helped found the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 


in 1964. He distanced himself 
from terror activities, remaining 
in Syria when the PLO moved its 
base to Lebanon in the 1970s. He 
became one of the first top PLO 
officials to recognize Israel and led 


Palestinian negotiators in peace 
talks in the 1990s. He returned to 
the Palestinian territories in 1995 as 
a result of interim peace deals and 
became leader of the PLO’s execu- 
tive committee in 1996. (ap)

Dulles Continues to Grow 

Officials say airport expansion is halfway done 


WASHINGTON! The busiest airport 
in the Washington region is about 
halfway through a $3 billion con- 
struction project. 

By 2009, officials at Washington 
Dulles International Airport hope 
to finish part of a subway system, 
one of two new runways, a larger 
control tower, more gates and pos- 
sibly a new concourse. 

This month, the Federal Aviation 
Administration is expected to 


release the draft environmental 
impact statement on plans for the 
runways, taxiways and concourse. 
The FAA has been looking at the 
need for the runways, their design 
and possible locations, as well as 
potentially not building them. Noise 
is a big concern. 

“More planes will create 
more noise,” said Tom Sullivan, 
Metropolitan Washington Airports 
Authority spokesman. But, he said. 


land use patterns around Dulles “give 
us a buffer zone so the loudest noise 
will stay on the airport property.” 

The authority hopes the three - 
year environmental review will 
wrap up this year and construc- 
tion can start on one runway in 
2006. Planes could be taking off 
from the 9, 500 -foot long north- 
south runway by 2008. 

Dulles has almost 470,000 
takeoffs and landings a year, with 
nearly 569,000 anticipated by 2010.

Metro Plans to 
Finish Canopies 
Despite High Cost 

WASHINGTON! Metro plans to install 
30 stylish canopies by the end of the 
winter to protect escalators from 
rain and snow. 

Managers of the cash-strapped 
transit agency also vowed to search 
for money to install 20 other can- 
opies. 

“It would be a lost opportunity 
to try and not complete the system,” 
Takis Salpeas, Metro’s assistant gen- 
eral manager for capital projects 


told board members last week. 

Fifty canopies were to be installed 
this year at a cost of $27 million, 
but a nearly 70 percent increase in 
material and design costs forced the 
agency to slash the number. 

The cost of each canopy rose 
from $450,000 to $761,000. 
More than four years ago, the Metro 
Board approved a more modern, but 
expensive design following public 
comment. 

Metro Board member Dana 
Kauffman, who represents Fairfax 
County, Va., said he would try to raise 
money from developers around the 
Huntington station on the Yellow 
Line to pay for a canopy there, (ap)

Buzz Builds for Film With Md. Roots

ARLINGTON, VA. | Homcbuying is

“Some of these conversions 
might provide more affordable 
homes ... but then it takes more 
apartments off the market,” said 
Ted Koebel, head of the Virginia 
Center for Housing Research, based 
at Virginia Tech.

Fairfax County, Arlington and 
Alexandria all report an increase in 
conversions in 2004, but the condo 
spike in Arlington and Alexandria 
has been especially concentrated in 
the last few months. 

In those two localities, build- 
ing owners have converted or 
are seeking to convert more than 
3,400 apartments into individu- 
ally owned homes, local officials 
said. (AP)

T A L E N T I By now, it’s no longer a rare 
occurrence for independent films to 
breakthrough to mainstream audi- 
ences. But global success is another 
story. So, when a modest, unpre- 
tentious comedy such as Gurinder 
Chadha’s 2003 sleeper hit “Bend It 
Like Beckham” crosses over in ter- 
ritories around the world, it counts 
as a true phenomenon.

A Mess in 
The Kitchen 

‘Everyday Food’ needs Martha Stewart’s touch 


DEBUT I The latest cooking show 
from Martha Stewart’s company 
should have been a good thing. 
But it isn’t, and fixing it should 
be at the top of the domestic diva’s 
post-prison to-do list. 

Since Stewart’s legal troubles 
began, the folks at Martha Stewart 
Living Omnimedia Inc. have strug- 
gled to define the company without 
its star and founder — even distance 
themselves from her. 

But with “Everyday Food,” a 
public television spinoff of the 
company’s successful magazine of 
the same name, shown on WETA 
on Saturdays at 3 p.m., they went 
too far. 

Both the show and the magazine 
focus on worknight-friendly recipes 
that use common ingredients and 


easy prep. Gone is the perfectionism 
and fussiness that even before her 
legal troubles turned Stewart into 
a “Saturday Night Live” skit. 

Yet while the magazine retains 
the serene voice and lush visuals 
that define so many of the compa- 
ny’s publications and programs, the 
new show feels rushed, awkward 
and a little shrill. 

The opening credits show the five 
(mostly stilted) hosts in scenes from 
their daily lives (with the kids, at 
a party ... ) — laboriously remind- 
ing us that they’re just like us. That 
misses the point. 

And though they seem knowl- 


edgeable and convey time-saving 
tips and appealing recipes, their 
inane chatter is sometimes dis- 
tracting. 

“I find it funny that there’s actu- 
ally three leaveners,” John Barricelli 
says of an apple- cinnamon bundt 
cake in one episode. Really? Why? 
Funny ha-ha or funny strange? 

The cast standout is Margot 
Olshan, whose other job is running 
the Stewart company’s commissary. 
Compared to her co-hosts, she is 
strikingly at ease with the camera 
and channels some of Martha’s 
spirit. 

So what does Stewart have to do 
to cook up a better show when she’s 
released in March? Start by cull- 
ing the herd. Five hosts is three too 
many for a 30 -minute program. 

And cut the improvised banter. 
I’d rather host Sarah Carey talk less 
about growing up on a commune 
and more about what she’s cooking 
(and “follow the package directions” 
doesn’t cut it). 

It’s enough to make you wish 
Stewart could get early release to 
rectify all this. j.m. hirsch (ap)

Erasure’s influential 
electro-pop is back 
and fresher than ever 

COMEBACKS I Vince Clarke and 
Andy Bell, who record as Erasure, 
have reason to rejoice. This is the 
synth-pop duo’s 20th year making 
beautiful music together. 

To honor the anniversary, the 
pair is releasing its 11th studio 
album. “Nightbird” arrives Jan. 25 
from Mute. Mute also released a 
concert DVD, “The Tank, the Swan 
and the Balloon Live ! ,” in November. 
The centerpiece of that two -disc set 
is the 1992 performance of the act’s 
Phantasmagorical Entertainment 
tour at the Manchester Apollo in 
England. 

Clarke’s tech- savvy approach 
to music-making has influenced 
a wide range of acts, from the 
Postal Service, Scissor Sisters and 
Fischerspooner to Lil Jon, Usher 
and Missy Elliott. 

Following misguided studio 
albums “Loveboat” (released inter- 
nationally in 2000) and “Cowboy” 
(1997) — and last year’s covers 
album, “Other People’s Songs” — 
“Nightbird” is a return to form. 
Listening to it is akin to hearing 


from a long-lost friend. 

“Because Andy now lives in 
Spain and the U.K. and I now live 
here in the U.S., we don’t see each 
other unless we’re working,” Clarke 
said. “When we do get together to 
work, it’s really exciting. It’s like 
we’re starting all over again. 

“We both come with lots of ideas 
and excitement,” Clarke continued. 
“It’s like being married for 20 years: 
You may not have sex as often as 
you used to, but when you do, you 
really go for it.” 

Bell’s choirboy-like voice shines 
on “Nightbird.” And so do the 
arrangements. Despite its flaws, 
Clarke and Bell say their covers 
album was necessary to make. “It 
rejuvenated us,” Bell noted. 

Bell also got a fresh perspec- 
tive from his side solo project with 
Manhattan Clique, a British pro- 
duction duo. A release is expected 
later this year. 

“Nightbird,” is preceded by 
the Jan. 18 release of lead single 
“Breathe.” In addition to remixes 
by Pete Heller, LMC and Manhattan 
Clique, the CD single includes the 
“Breathe” video and non- album 
tracks “Gone Crazy” and “Mr. 
Gribber and His Amazing Cat.”

WHAT SHE DOES: Mastrangelo 
shoots X-rays that help doctors di- 
agnose and treat patients. Seasonal 
calamities keepthings interesting: 

In the summer, she sees an uptick in 
sports injuries and power-tool mis- 
haps — nails driven into feet, partial 
amputations and lacerations; winter 
ice brings slips and falls, which keep 
her busy X-raying ankles, tail bones 
and lower backs. She also conducts 
fluoroscopy — real-time X-rays — in 
the operating room and during tests. 
WOULD YOU WANT HER JOB? Radio- 
logictechs can’t help but geta little 
radiation exposure (though not nearly 
enough to turn them into monsters 
or superheros). Mastrangelo wears 
a lead shield, plus a sensor that’s 
analyzed each month to monitor 


her level of exposure. The job also 
requires more empathy and personal 
contact with patients than some may 
think, she said. Some patients are 
nervous and need calming, others are 
unconcious and need to be physically 
moved around. Patients with foreign 
bodies (aka something that doesn’t 
belong in a human, likeashard of 
glass or a swallowed toy) aren’t usu- 
ally treated until doctors get a clear 
picture of the situation, so she X-rays 
them first. “You see afair amount of 
gore,’’ she said. 

HOW YOU CAN GET HER JOB: Like 
Mastrangelo, many techs receive 
theirtraining in two-year associate’s 
degree programs, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. Most 
hospitals require certification by the 
American Registry of Radiologic 
Technologists (arrt.org). A state 
license is required in Maryland, while 
in Virginiaa license is needed only in 
non-hospital settings, according to 
the American Society of Radiologic 
Technologists (www.asrt.org).

Urbanites head to 
the Great Outdoors 
to track down wildlife 

Jason Davis knelt in a snow-filled 
ditch beside a frozen gravel road, the 
bill of his baseball cap nearly touch- 
ing four tiny marks in the snow. 

As he examined them, more 
than a dozen other animal track- 
ers gathered around. “Could it be 
a mouse?” asked Davis, 31. 

Some trackers looked up, search- 
ing for trees that could have dripped 
water onto the snow and caused the 
marks. Others followed the faint 
trail into the woods, but didn’t see 
any more clues. 

The trackers are volunteers with 
Cascadia Wild, which has organized 
the Wolverine Tracking Project for 
the past five years to bring urbanites 
closer to nature and gather informa- 
tion about animal species in Mount 
Hood National Forest. 

Every Saturday and Sunday for 
six winter weekends, the volunteers

On a recent outing, volunteers 
scouted snowy fields for traces of 
wolverines while armed with mea- 
suring tapes, global positioning sys- 
tem units, data sheets and animal 
tracking books. 

A few people leaned over some 
tracks in the snow and were able to 
deduce they were made by domes- 
tic dogs — coursing erratically up a 
snow bank and back down again. 

“Wild animals don’t do that,” 
said Kyle Strauss, 28, from Portland. 
“They tend to run in a straight line.”
